I am enabled to give you 
what ny investizattons hive amounted to 
up to the date of this article. 

First, of the ascent towards the Snowy 
Range, in which direction, from Clear 
Creek, the late discovery of “ Gregory” 
is situtted. Itis about fifteen miles east of 
the base of the snowy ranze, aud about 
ninety miles from the head waters of the 
grand. river which empues into the Colo-

Before entering into the mining meris 
of the mountans east of Gregory’s, I 
w uld desire to give a theoretical view, 
in as short a spacz as possible, of the 
postion which the valleys of the Platte 
aad Cherry Creek occupy, relative to the 
deposits of the precious uvetals found upon 
them, as well asthe barren coudiua: of 
the plains As far east as Beut’s Fort, 
my observation on the Platte, on which

Northern Gold Diggings. 
We take the following from the Oamha 


Nebraskian 
Washington County Ranch, 
Shot Gold District, N. T, 

; May 22d, 1959. 

Farenp Rosexrsox:—The first tmp of 
a new mail Express from this point, to 
Fort Laramie, will be started from here 
in about tewnty-five minutes, and I haste 
to drop you a few scattering lines to be 
carried by this conveyance. 

We have been in the gold regions from 
two te three weeks, and our highest ex- 
pectations will certainly be gratified As 
we well knew would be the case, upon 
our arrival we found but few white men 
1n the country, as all had been,and many 
now are, flocking into the Cherry Creek 
region. 

From Laramie here, we found fine 
gold in every bar, over which we shook 
a pan; but the uver was rising 80 fast, and 
the quicksand bothered us to such an ex- 
tent, that we abandoned attempts to col- 
lect float gold, and struck off in search of 
the “nuggets,” as the boys call them.— 
We are now sanguine that we have found 
the spot; the very place from which the 
wide-spread scale’ gold is washed and 
scattered By the most casual investiga- 
tion, we have found severa! pieces of 
coarse gold, varymg from the size ofa 
kernel of wheat, toagrainofcorn Day 
before yesterday five of us spent half a 
day on the banks of a stream, that I can- 
not now give you the name of, and re- 
turned with between twenty-five and 
thirty dollars, Fifteen dollars of this 
was taken out of a crevice, in some table 
rock which was on the surface, in the 
space of about three minutes. By next 
week we will have our ranche completed, 
when we will be able to devote our whole 
time to mmng. Yon shall have the res 
sult of our labors at the earhest moment. 
It may be that what we have already seen 
has presented itself through an extraordi- 
nary streak of luck in our behalf, and 
should not be considered as a true reflex 
of the general richness of the country; 
ttherefore I would advise al! my frends 
to keep the fever down until they hear 
from us agam. 

We have not heard from Cherry Creek 
for along time, (perhaps a month) but 
met on our road out here, scores, of re- 
tnrning croakers, who cursed the country, 
and pronounced against its being produc- 
tive of gold. We remembered that m 
49, °50,’51, and *52, while thousands 
were wending their tedious way over these 
rough volcanic rocks, whole ship loads 
were leaving San Francisco for their 
homes in the States, in utter despair, and 
we determined to go on, turn up what 
might, and you may rest assured we re- 
gret not the trip, 

Mr. Hardin, a fellow townsman of 
mine from Washington county, who spent 
some seven years in the Cal:iforma mines 
and who is a member of our Company, 
telis me that he never saw quariz veins 
in that State, equaling those of this coun- 
try. - But I am obliged to close.

The whole 
settlement were in fear for months, and 
the citizens stood guard and lay on their 
arms for a long ume fearing renewed 
attacks Companies from Omaha and 
other places marched to the scene of 
blood, and bore arms for weeks, and 
Congress did not even deign to reply to 
then appeal for a just remuneration for 
the ume employeu.

Tusac, May 19, 1859. 

We are m the midst of lively times, or 
rather are just’getting over them. A few 
days since some Mexican peons murdered 
a Mr Byrd, (formerly of Waco, McLen- 
nan county, Texas,) by whom they were 
employed, and fled to Sonora Upon this, 
a band of lawless men, nearly all refugees 
from California and the States, turned 
out, armed themselves, and swore they 
would drive every Mexican from this 
portion of the Territory. They com- 
menced with the Sonoita Valley, twelve 
miles from Tubac, and, ridiag from farm 
to farm, ordered away the Mexicans with 
violence and terrible threats, threatening 
with death all Americans who did not 
acquiesce jn then movement. Thus they 
proceeded until) they came to a mescal 
distillery, near the head of the valley, 
where they found about thirty men at 


ment during the two and a half years 
ending wiih December last, amounts to 
fourteen million dollars. About one mil-
